Census. 
W a sh in g t o n, May 23.— In tho House 
among the hills reported and placed 
on the calendar was one appropriating 
§200,000 for a dry dock at Algiers, La. 
Mr. Dunnell of Minnesota, from tho 
committee on census, reported a hill 
amendatory of tho census act. 
Passed. 
It pi escribes a penalty upon any super­ 
visor or enum erator who shall' receive 
or any person who shall pay any feo or 
other consecration in addition to the 
compensation of such supervisor or en u­ 
merator. 
T he House also ordered conferences on 
the army and military academy appro­ 
priation hills, passed a hill appropriating 
§90,000 for a deficiency in printing and 
binding and then went into committee 
of the whole upon the river and harbor 
appropriation bill. 
Mr. Henderson of Illinois, Chairman 
of the Committee on Rivers and Har­ 
bors, explained the provisions pf the 
bill, stating that it appropriated $20,932,- 
000, based upon estimates aggregating 
$39,500,000, 
He behoved th a t there was 
no money th a t went out of tho Treasury 
th at was so much in tho interest of tho 
people of tho country as the money ex­ 
pended in the improvement of rivers 
and harbors. 
Mr. Blanchard of Louisiana spoke in 
favor of the principle of River and H ar­ 
bor bills, contending th at they did more 
to solve the problem pf cheap transpor­ 
tation tlian all tho Inter-State conimen e 
bills th at could bo passed. 
Tho fact 
that a great and disastrous flood had re­ 
cently occurred in tho lower valley of 
the Mississippi river was a sufficient ex­ 
cuse, if oxcuso wore needed, for call­ 
ing tho attention of the House to tho 
requirements of th at stream. T h a t great 
river had a way of periodically overflow­ 
ing its banks, to the great destruction 
of property, and often 
to the dost! no­ 
tion of finnan life, aud it was time th a t 
Congress should be waking up to the 
idea th a t something should be dopo to 
harness its waters, 
T he committee then rose. 
Mr. Quinn 
of New York introduced a bill reduc­ 
ing to one cont an ounce, or fraction 
thereof, tho postage of drop letters in 
cities of 100,000 Inhabitants or over.

W Ar r in g t o n , May 23. - - A message w as 
presented from tho President with an ac­ 
companying communication from the 
Secretary of tho Interior on the subject 
of the purchase from thp Cluck Nation 
of Indians of 25,000 acres of land for use 
of tho Seminoles. 
Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Indian Affairs. 
The credentials pf Calvin S. Brice, as 
Senator from the State of Ohio, for six- 
years, commencing March 4, ISH. were 
presented by Mr. Payne, read and placed 
on file. 
Mr. Davis of Minnesota, 
from the 
committee on census, reported a bill 
amendatory of the census act. similar to 
tho one Introduced in tho House by Mr.

They First Demonstrated the Value of 
Licht Artillery. 
“Let me give you a bit of history.” 
said a New York leather merchant the 
other dav. -‘that many a student baa 
overlooked. 
The objects of peace are 
not all that leather figures in. for it is 
to leather that we owe tho 
introduc­ 
tion of light artillery. 
Leather can­ 
non have been actually tried on the 
battlefield, and, what is more, turned 
the tide of one of the greatest battles 
of modern times. 
The inventor of 
’cathern artillery was a certain Col. 
Robert Scott, a Scotchman in the ser­ 
vice of Charles I. of England. 
“He constructed guns of hardened 
leather and experimentally tried them. 
The result, was tnat they were pro­ 
nounced superior to guns made of 
brass or i^on. 
But the Colonel did 
not livo long 
enough to enjoy tho 
greatest triumph of his invention. 
Ho 
died in IC'31, and a monument erected 
to his memory I have seen inachurch- 
yard in London. This monument rep- J 
resents him as an armor-clad, 
fierce- ; 
looking man. wearing a heavy mus- j 
taehe and pointed beard. 
“In tho very year of the Colonel’s 
death tho effectiveness of his leather, j 
artillery was amply proved on the 1 
memorable field of Leipsic, wheres ■ 
Sept. 7, 
1031, 
Gustavus 
Adolphun j 
achieved his splendid victory over tho ' 
Imperialists under Gen. 
l illy. 
It is i 
said that it was owing to tho inven- j 
tion of Cob Scott that the victory was : 
obtained. 
“The guns were found to be so ! 
easily carried that a small battery ! 
could fly from one part of the field to j 
another, and thus artillery be brought j 
to bear where most needed—a thing | 
impossible with the heavy artillery of ; 
that period. 
Certain it is that loath- j 
em artillery was used in this great ! 
battle by Gustavus, though it is equal- j 
ly certain that the guns were never ! 
used afterward. 
The reason of that, I 
however, was that tho leather guns 
having demonstrated tho value of light 
artillery, a way was discovered of 
making tho metal guns lighter, ;md 
the greater durability of the latter \ 
gave them the superiority.”

He was close upon the nestlings 
when to his consternation the mother 
lanunergeier rose up from a rock, flew 
at him furiously, 
and fastened upon 
his arm. 
The hunter was in immi­ 
nent danger of falling upon the rocks 
more than IOO feet below. 
He re­ 
mained cool and self-possessed, and 
clung to the cliff for dear life with one 
hand, the other being powerless in the 
grasp of tho vulture. 
Fortunately, he had his fowling- 
piece slxng across his shoulder. 
He 
reached 
cautiously 
up, 
placed it 
against the face of the rock, and 
pointed it at the breast of the bird. 
With his toe ho dexterously touched 
the trigger, and luckily killed the lam- 
mergeier. 
Even then he was quito 
unable to free the vulture’s claws 
from Ii is sleevo and arm, standing, as 
he did, on the narrow ledge where any 
movement was difficult and clangorous.

If the criminal rep­ 
utation of the United States is to be 
based upon the answers to that question 
the people of tt is country will eppear 
before the rest of the world as a mighty 
moral community. It is doubtful if one 
convict out of five will acknowledge the 
fact, and so the cansos reports will be 
burdened with a great deal of misinfor­ 
mation.* 
A mush more important matter, how­ 
ever, is found in schedule 3, and hat to 
do with the products of inaustry. I a ad 
dition to the general qnestiois which 
have biffin to been propounded by tie 
enumerators there are incorporated a 
number of Dew ones which are ..regarded 
by manufacturers generally as prying, 
altogether unnecessary and wholly im 
proper.

Annual product, quai titles, 
kinds and values.” 
These questions are so divided and 
subdivided that if answered fully, the 
information so gathered and published 
in a census report would be very oon- 
f liking. There are portions of the sched­ 
ule to which no man would object, and 
those are the very parts whioh provide 
for the only data c f real importance t> 
the public at large, Rut the. q nest ion re 
latiog to fuel, for instance, is ridiculous, 
so manufacturers say , and is of no c.n 
sequence, in a statistical sense, either to 
themselves cr to anybody else. 
Bo far as investigate .u can revet I there 
will be few manufacturers who will an­ 
swer correctly the last question, which is 
to tell the quantities, kinds and values 
of the annual product*. To give an in­ 
telligent or even an approximately oor 
reot answer to all the questions would 
require a long 
and tedious research 
through the books or the companies, and 
would take much more time aud trouble 
than the majority of men will give. The 
enumerator will approach the propritt re 
of alarge induetrial plant and ply his 
questions, and will get in return off-hand 
answtrs. 
The great reason manufacturers hate 
for not wishing to tell the exact value t f 
their products and kinds attached is 
this: 
Nearly all the more success­ 
ful establishments 
have worxed cp 
some special article of 
manufacture, 
secretly, and after much labor aud 
profitless expenditure of money they 
bare educated the publio to use tlitee 
articles. Now these men claim, aid 
their olaims seem to be just, that it would 
not be fair for them to be compelled to 
publish any facts that will produce ne w 
competitors or help a1 mg old ones. 
Below is a circular received at this of­ 
fice, wbioh will be found of interest to 
manufacturers, as it explains just what is 
wanted:

author of ’Ben Hur’ so realistically 
and pathetically describes as whiten­ 
ing and stiffening the hair to tho com­ 
plexion and 
consistency 
of ‘silver 
wire.’ 
Chinese leprosy has been the 
woe-bringer to this poor people, and 
has struck its roots so firmly in their 
constitutions that if its ravages are not 
arrested—and thero is no probability 
of this—tho kingdom will, before an­ 
other decade of years be passed, be 
depopulated of tho native element. 
Tho symptoms of tho malady as it 
exists at Molokai, the island set apart 
for tho lepers, are: 
That the face be­ 
comes covered with red blotches and 
tho skin toughened, 
wrinkled and 
shining. 
And thero is complete loss 
of sensation. Indeed, anesthesia seems 
to control Hie moral as well as tho 
physical system during the progress

spread. It is of much significance that 
leprosy, which has baffled the deepest 
scientists of our or any other ages, is 
to bo found in all parts of tho globe 
and in places the most dissimilar in 
regard to climate, temperature, soil 
and situation. 
But of all its victims 
gathered together in various localities, 
confined in the remotest chambers of 
pest house* or wandering neglected 
and alone, there is no collection like 
this at Molokai, in which a whole 
population n ay be said to share tho 
affliction iff common.”
